Canton, Ohio, June 36.—Major MoKln- 


ley took his] usual drive yesterday. H. 
H. Kohlsaat of the Chicago Times-Her- 
ald, and Colonel and Mrs. William Os- 
borne of Boston, were guests at dinner 
last evening. The event of the day was 
the call of the Republican Editorial asso- 
ciation of Michigan. Congressman James 
O'Donnell, of Jackson, candidate for the 
Republican nomination for governor, pre- 
sented President F. E. Gilson, who made 
a brief address to which Mr. McKinley 
answered in part aa follows: 


"The power which you ladies and gen- 


;lemen exercise cannot be overestimated.

THE GOLD RESERVE. 


Treasury Officials Find Hope in 


the Republican Platform. 


Washington, June 26.—The treasury 


officials are now hopeful that they will 
be able to maintain tbe gold reserve dur- 
ing the summer and autumn, unless 
there should be a serloufl panic, due to po- 
Itioal causes. The conditions on which 
they rely are the usual demand for «amll 
currency to move crops, and the favorable 
trade balance for this country. 


Tha flugres for the present year show a 


material increase in imports and exports 
over the record of some of tbe years of 
depression, bat the balance is largely on 
the side of exports. Tbe eleven months 
of the Usual y&a ending May showed an 
excess of exports of -only 193,711,017, an 
Improvement of $10,500,000 over 1895, 
bnt tbe figures for the five months of the 
calendar year show an Improvement of 
more tban (60,000,000. 


Secretary Carlisle's offer to pay express 


charges both ways when gold is offered to 
the government; In exchange for currency 
is etill in force. The ability of the treas- 
ury to maintain the gold reserve nnim 
paired dulrng the summer and autumn de- 
pends, according to tbe friends of the ad- 
ministration, to some extent upon tbe 
effect of a declaration for free silver by 
tbe Chicago convention. It has been 
feared that such a declaration would be 
disastrous to the public credit and the na- 
tional finances. But this fear has been 
somewhat mitigated by the strong decla- 
ration of the St. Lonia convention for the 


gold standard, and the beneficial cffcc 
upon the market. 
Outside of political 


accidents, the history of normal and ab 
normal years of gold exports seems to in- 
dicate that the net losses to the reserve 
will not be heavy daring tbe summer. 


The reserve increased in 1893 from 


$110,444,891 on July 81 to $134,006,119 
on October 31. The reserve remained 
substantially Unchanged in 1898, .from 
April to October, and then began the 
heavy losses which compelled the bond 
Issue of February, 1894, The reserve 
again remained nearly intact during the 
lummer of 1804, although it touched 
$54,075,007 on July 31, and did not goffer 
seriously until 'October, when another 
bond issue became a necessity'. The trans- 
actions of 189B were dominated by tbe 
contract with the Morgan ajrndlcate, and 
the export movement, which might nave 
taken place in tbe spring, was postponed 
until August and September. 


Even under these conditions the reserve 


stood at $93,648,179 on October 31, and 
the great^lossef did not occur until the 
tollowing month*. The gold exports dur- 
ing July, August and ^pptembor, 1895, 
were about $85,000,000, but the reserve 
suffered a net loss of only about $15.000.- 


000, owing, it is said, to the liberal do- 
poaits of gold by tbe syndicate outside 
ho amount requiredjby the terms of their 
contract.

$365,623,107; gold reserve, $102,248.036.

GOLD MINE IN MINNESOTA. 


Ore Worth $472,500 in Sight at tne 


Foley Place. 


Dulutb, July 30.—One of the richest 


leposits of gold found in this country htis 
ust been uncovered on the Foley prop- 
erty. The main shaft of the Foley mine, 
now down 310 feet, has 300 feet tunnel 
work done. The vein is from three to six 
eet wide, but, calling it only threo feet 
wide, it would give a cube of ore threo 
'eet wide, 310 feet high and 300 feet lonp, 
or 189,000 cubic feet. As t;n cubic feet 
equal one ton of ore, there are 18,000 tons 
of ore in sight, some of which assayed 
(300 to the ton. The report of J200 in 
gold to the ton as the product pf this, mine 
was probably from picked ore. The mill- 
ng value'of the ore will be at least $35 to 
the ton, which will make the total value 
of ore in sight $473,600.

BIMETALLIC. 


The Game the Gold Men Will 


Flay at Chicago. 


IT IS CLEARLY OUTLINED-DRAFTED 


87 Whitney and Adopted at Saratoga 


—A Plqdge to Work for the 


Restoration of 


Silver. 


Saratoga, N. Y., Juno 36.—The finan- 


cial plank of the platform adopted by too 
Now York convention was drafted! by 
Whitney, and in all probability will bo 
the offering of tbe gold wing at Chicago 
as^holr expression on the money question 
in the national convention, This fact 
mnkea it an important document. It fol- 
lows: 


i. 
We favor gold ( and silver as tbe 


standard money of tbo country. 
We are 


opposed as a permanent financial policy 
to gold monometallism on one hand, or to 
silver monometallism on the other hand. 
The pledge contained In the repeal of the 
Sherman act, which repeal was by a Dem- 
ocratic congress and approved by a Demo- 
cratic president, should bo faithfully car- 
ried out, wherein it was declared that 
'the efforts of the government should be 
steadily directed to the establishment of 
such a safe system of bimetallism as will 
maintain at all times the eqaul power of 
every dollar coined or issued by the Unit- 
ed States in tbe markets and in payment 
of debts." Wo believe that such blnietal- 
isrn to which the nation is solemnly 
pledged can only be secured and perma- 
nently maintained through tbo concur- 
rent action of the leading nations of the 
world. Neither this country nor any 
other country, independent and alone, is 
able to maintain it, and It would bo folly 
to attempt it. Being so convinced, we 
are opposed to tbe free] and unlimited 
coinage of silver in the absence of tho co- 
operation of othorjgreat nations.

Editors Bedublican: In this morning's 


"Beview" "De Jay" undertakes to prove 
that the Mexican silver dollar passes cur 
rent in tho United States at 100 cents by 
being funny and by telling what some 
traveling man told him. 


"The .lay" certainly does not misrepre- 


sent himself when he signs himself as Tbe 
Jay, "for his article proves conclusively 
that be is just what he claims to bn. As 
for back as 1888, under a Democratic ad- 
ministration tbe secretary of the treasury 
issued a table showing tho value of the 
coins of all nations ot tbe world. In this 
table the value of the Mexican .dollar is 
placed at .759, or ajlttle more than 34 
cents less than a dollar. Since that time 
silver has grown less valuable until atone 
time tbe amount coined into a silver dol- 
lar was worth only 48 cents. Tbe demand 
for silver created by the war between 
China and Japan has enhanced the value 
of the white metal somewhat, but today 
the value of the silver in our dollar can ho 
bought in the market for abouc 53 cents. 


About a year ago I was accidentally 


thrown Into the company of a gentleman 
from Denver, Colorado. This gentleman 
was part owner of a silver mine and a 
manufnturer of bicycles and a very strong 
advocate of the free coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to 1. In the course of our 
discussion this gentleman admitted that 
a friend of his. another Denver inari and 
free silverito, had just returned from 
Mexico and bad informed him that he 
had purchased in a Mexican store one dol 
lars worth of merchandise, handing the 
merchant one American silver dollar In 
payment and to his astonishment had 
received a Mexican dollar in change. 


While not having personal knowledge 


of tbe condition of affairs in Mexico I fan 
speak for four of the free silver countries 
of South America. 
Fifteen years ago 


when silver was much higher than it is 
today I purchased 118 Columbian silver 
dollars for 100 dollars in American gold, 
and thirteen years ago I frequently pur- 
chased 26 Chilean and Peruvian silver 
dollars for a $30 gold piece. Bolivia half 
dollars, considered the purest silver coins 
at that time, were to be had in tbe Cam- 
bios or money exchanges on tbe same 
terms. 


In 1883 I was offered all tho American 


silver dollars 1 was willing to accept at 
21 for 20, but refused to accept any even 
at that rate because it would cost me 
more than the advance to get them to the 
states for redemption. 
Even th« silver 


dollars of the United States backed by 
sold as they wore, were not at par. 


Instaifl of growing more valuable silver 


has depreciated since that time, so if 
"The Jay" thinks he can fool people by 
telling that Mesicau and United States 
dollars are interchangeable at pnr ho is 
fooling no one but himself. His piny on 
the question of international agreement 
taken in connection with his other state- 
ments makes it evident that we need some 
kind of an agreement to compel people to 
tell the truth. 


Regarding the statement that tho stor- 


ies regarding the condition of tbe poor 
people of Mexico are unmitigated lies, fl 
have simply to say that the poor of Mex- 
ico differ widely from the poor of the oth- 
er Spanish-American countries of their 
condition is not deplorable.

that in the summer of 1876 three young 
men with widely differing Interests were 
for the first time brought together by tb 
labor troubles of that year, and each in 
his way then laid tbo foundation to future 
success.

William MoKlnley, who then as now lived 
eight miles east of Masslllon, and by hi 
course made himself congressman, and 
perhaps president.

And third cornea John

ble, and It culminated on Good Friday, 
when a party of 300 North Lawrence con 
miners boarded a train and went sto the 
Warmington mine for the avowed purpose 
of inducing the men who bad token the 
places of the strikers to leave their work.

ery miner was acquitted except Anthony 
Moran, who was sent to the penitentiary 
for one year, , bnt was soon released 
through Major HoKtnley's 
Influence. 


From tbu first pay the miners received 
thereafter they contributed what money 
they could spare as a part payment for 
the excellent legal services rendered. 


"The committee again called upon Ma- 


jor MeKinley to ascertain bis fees and 
make a part payment on the MUM. He 
said: 
" 'Boys have you seen Mr. Meyer and 


Mr. Folger?' 


"Upon being informed, to the negative 


he said: 
" 'Take what money yon have to them

UNLOOKED-FOK TEIUMPH 


Big Gun of American Make With- 


, 
, stands a Bursting Shan. ' 


. Powerful Explosion, Moct to Astonish- 


ment of Ordnance Officers, Does Bat 


Little Damage— Regarded as a Signal 


Victory tcfc American Ordnance, 


Startling news came the other day 


j from the 
naval 
ordnance proving 


ground at Indian Head, says «£' New 
York Times special from Washington. 
The official report was carefully guard- 
ed at the navy department, and the few 
officers who were acquainted with its 


i contents discussed the matter until the 
story was in circulation that a big- gun 
had burst. 
' 
' 


The facts, which will probably come 


out officially in a few days, are that a 
six-inch breech-loading- rifle has been 
injured by the explosion in the grin of 


•( a shell filled with a new high explosive, 


which the experts were trying. The sam- 
ple of this'explosive came, it is'nnfler- 
stood, from the Maxim Powder com- 
pany, and a six-inch projectile was 
filled with it. The gun used was a reg- 
ular service weapon, kept for just such 
tests and trials. The gun was loaded 
with 50 pounds of powder, the usual 
amount of discharging six-inch shell, 
in addition to the shell filled with the 
explosive. The whole lot exploded be- 
fore the shell could leave the gun. 


The result waa a surprise to the ex- 


perts, and the causes of the explosion 
have not been definitely determined yet, 
or at least not communicated to the de- 
partment. It was expected by the pffl- 
cers conducting the test that when they 
emerged from the bomb-proof, from 
which place gunfe are fired on such risky 
occasions, they would find the gun in 
fragments. 


To outward appearance the gun was 


undisturbed. On close examination, 
however, the breech had been expanded 
not more than an inch. That was the 
only serious effect, and even that was 
within the powers of the ordnance offi- 
cers to remedy. 


Bemarkable to relate tbe gun can be 


used again despite the fe,arful ^train 
which it has undergone. It has shown 
that it possesses great strength. It sur- 
vived a test which exceeds any condition 
of tattle. There is no telling what force 
was confined in the. rending shell in the 
six-inch gun, but itis'proper to assume 
that its power was a great deal more 
than muzzle energy, which, to utilize 
a readily understood simile, was, in the 
case of this six-inch gun, capable of mov- 
ing a body weighing 2,773 tons the dis- 
tance of a foot. The accident is regard- 
ed as a victory for American'ordnance.

Prof. Hinton, accompanied by Capt 


Bradley and Pitcher Altman, gave the 
invention a tiial the otherday. Severs! 
balls were fired by the "dummy," but 
were too epeedy for flesh and blood 
players. 
After a slight modification, it was 


tried again, and more than fulfilled ex 
pectations. 
Ten straight bolls were 


thrown by the machine with perfect oc 
curacy, and later an adjustment was 
added which* caused the ball to curre 
before striking the backstop. 


Prof. Hinton intends to perfect the 


artificial pitcher to a high degree, and 
is confident of being able to regulate the 
speed, direction and curves of the balls 
thrown with the greatest precision. He 
is interested in the study of projectiles, 
and his present invention; was begun in 
connection with his scientific Work.
